salient stator poles with each of said stator poles being provided with an exciter 
coil, said reluctance motor further comprising at least one spring biasing means 
positioned against an end of each of said exciter coils which faces said rotor to 
apply a radial force to said exciter coils in a direction away from said rotor.
